PAYSON DEFENDS SPARKS. 


Uow tlio Cuttlti Companies Have Grubbed 


tlie National Domain. 


WASHINGTON Crrv, Feb. 22,—Payson, of 


Illinois, said a good word for Land Com- 
missioner Sparla during tha debate on tho 
disagreement botwoon senate and housa on 
tho bill repealing tho pro-omption, timbar 
culture and desort land laws in tho house 
llondny. Laird of Nebraska, Porkira of 
Kansas and others had vigorously attacked 
Sparks' administration of his olflce, and ad- 
vocated tho senate's proposal to put tho de- 
cision of disputed on tries of land out ot the 
hands of tho commissioner and into the 
courts. Paysonsaidth.it politically ho had 
novor held an iota of sympathy with the man 
who occupied tho position of commissioner 
of the general land oRlc?. Ho did not stand 
hero as Sir. Sparks' defender politically, but 
ho did know that tho commissioner had boon 
endeavoring to do his duty as an executive 
officer. Implying lo tho objection that tho 
bill would ba in tho interest of tho .cattlo 
companies, and tho assertion mudo in tho 
senato that tho special agents nover assailed 
tho title of cattlo syndicates, he read from 
tho rocord of tho land offico to show that re- 
cently 1,0^ entries, covering C-'AXM acres, 
claimed by cattlo companies, had bson can- 
celled in a soctiou of country which could bo 
covered by tho hand on an ordinary map or 
tho United States. 


Iteforring to tho abusos which existed 


undor tho present law, ho stated that one 
cattlo company—tho head of which was in 
tho gallory listening to him—owned and con- 
trolled an extent of territory fifty by 1DO 
miles, an aroa larger than tho whole state of 
Rhodo Islaud. This company was composed 
largely' of foreigners, and an American citi- 
zen could not rost his foot upon this largo 
area of which tho government had been 
robbed.

WASHINGTON CITY, Feb. S2.—Tlio Niea- 


raguan canal bill, passed Monday by tho sen- 
ate, Incorporates Frederick Billing, Charles P. 
Daly, H. L. Hotchkiss, Francis A. Stout, W. 
B. Franklin, Daniel Atnmon, and their asso- 
ciates as tho Maritime Canal Company oC 
Nicaragua, with the principal ofllco in JTow 
York city. Tho capital stock is to bo not 
loss than ?50,OUO,000 nor more than $100,000,- 
000. 
Ton per cent is to be payable whoa sub- 


scriptions to tho capital stock aro made, and 
future payments aro to bo made as the board 
of directors may determine. A limit is fixed 
for all charges, dues, and towage, which arc 
to be reasonable. Tho United States is to 
exerciso such control ovor 'the canal as pro- 
vided for by treaty with Nicaragua, and not 
inconsistent with any treaty obligations of 
tho United States with any power, and is to 
enjoy its unobstructed use (at hall-ratos) for 
troops, munitions of war, and mails.

y, Feb. !£.—A mooting of Conserva- 


;ivo members ot parliament was held Jlon- 
ay to discuss the lino o£ policy to bo pur- 
uod during tho present session, of parlia- 
ment and to exchange views regarding tho 
different measures to be brought forward by 
lio govornmont. Several members urged 
that a local government bill to apply to the 
wholo of Great Britain bo presentod im- 
mediately after tho pi ocoduro rules, tho pro- 
visions of tho bill to bo drawn on a popular 
basis so as to moot tho requirements o£ tho 
various sections o£ tho country. Mr. E. Do 
Lisle, member o£ parliament for Middlo 
Leicestershire, and a Roman Catholic Con- 
servative, denounced Archbishop 'Croko for 
advising tho non-payment of taxes by tho 
Irish people, and said ho would liko a jury of 
English llornau Catholics to try Archbishop 
Croko on a charge o£ high treason in Lon- 
don. Mr. Do Lislo's remarks were received 
with cheers. 


Lord Salisbury, in anladdressto tho confer- 


ence, said Lord Churchill's secession from tho 
cabinet was undoubtedly a loss to tho Tory 
party, whilu tho Rt. Hon. Georgo J. Goschcn's 
nccoptnnco of ol'.ice graatly."strengthened it. 
Tho timo had now arrived when the house ol 
commons should proceed to serious business, 
and ho hoped tho new procedure rules, when 
adopted, would restore tho commons to a 
capacity i'or work and its former reputation 
of courtesy, after which tbo government 
would bo ablo to deal with tho question of

MESSENGER BOYS' HARDSHIPS. 


Extract* from 
Joo 
nownrd'n 
Letter. 


llurd Worll, iMngllonn, Tcmi)tntlon«. 
TVe complain ot their laziness. 
Pel-blips 


they are tired. Let's lool: at that Tor a mo- 
ment. 


A day's work is supposed to bo ton hours, 


but tbo boys are compelled to remain until 
tlioy nro "let off," and in many eases t'aese 
littlo uhnps \\-orli: from fourteen to sixteen 
hours a day. 
For tho extra hours ho re- 


ceives extra pay of five cents each, so that 
assuming fourteen hours to bo the limit, in 
addition to his regular pay ho would re- 
ceive live cents on hour for four hours, or 
twenty cents, for which ho gives up his rest, 
his sleep, his recreation—pretty tough. 


\Yo littlo know tbo temptations to which 


they are subjected. I h.ivo seen littlo fel- 
lows on tlio streets nt midnight nnd in tho 
early hours of the morning, somotiraes on 
legitimate errands, often not. 
I overtook 


one not long since ancl questioned him for a 
moment as wo walked along. 
Ho said he 


had been running for several hours in the 
service of a sick man. Ho had been to the 
doctor's two or threo times, to tlio drug 
store several times, for a nurse and to tho 
jjostofiice, and ho was literally fagged one. 
Tho companies are as ready to place their 
instruments in a barroom as in a church, in 
a house- of ill tamo as in a privato dwelling, 
and tho boys, according to their turn aud 
not according to their ngca or experience, 
nro sent to ILeso places at all houi-s of the 
lu'ght, and to sporting-hoiisos, dives, all man- 
ner of inftunou3 rendezvous, whore their 
eyes nro greeted with orgiecal developments 
of various naturo, where they acquiro hab- 
its of drinking and smoking, where they 
meet men. as bad as tho women with whom 
they. consort, who drink and mako them 
drink, who solicit them to indulgence in 
every possible vice nnd subject them to in- 
dignities and outrages which would paru- 
lyzo, OKO would supposo, tho society organ- 
ized for the prevention of cruelty to chil- 
dren, if by an acDident the}' should ever 
Imow of tho beastliness to which children 
ore opposed ia this Christian city. 


Littlo chaps are forced to buy beer by 


tbo big boys in tho office, and good boys who 
cover drink are expected to put money in 
toward paying for it as much as bad boys 
who want tlio drink. They think it is great 
fun at times to badger oach other and not 
only to tempt but to foreo boys to all man- 
ner of dirt and evil. 


As a rule, tho offices aro contracted and 


crowded, overheated and badly ventilated. 
A boy may be out in tho rain or tho snow 
for houra and on returning seat himself 
near a heater, whence, nttor steaming for 
holt an hour or so, ho is colled and starts out 
again with shrunken clothes.

the heated elevated cars on a winter day or 
walla in tho biting blast.—Joo Howard in 
Sew York World.

Sows has reached Copenhagen that an 


American naval engineer, Mr. Paers, in corn- 
pay with another American and a Dene, has 
made1 an excursion during tho snmnifr into 
tlio interior of Greenland. They began the 
excursion from the Pakitoskfiord 
sixteen 


miles further norl.li than tho point of depart- 
ure oC Professor Nordenskjold when ho pene- 
trated eighty-four miles into tho interior and 
two Laplanders in his troop wont 120 miles 
further east, not, however, confirming tho 
professor's theories of oases.
